JK 7 E being deeply ſenſible of the grievous Preſſures under which we lye , and the extream dan- 
F gers whereunto we are expokd at this time , through the violenc alreration of our Govern- 
#nt, the Multiplication and Interruption of Parliaments : And having no Repreſentatives to expreſle 
aremedy our Grievances , have thought meet (according to the example of other Countics ) to 
:Iktlare and Deſire, That if the Parliament begun NovaEMBER thethud, 1640, be yet continued, 
The Members that were ſecluded ia the year 1648, be forthwith reſtored to the exerciſe of their Truſt, 
-and all Vacancies may be filled up , that Right maybe done totheir Perſons, to Parliaments , andthe 
"People that have choſen them. If otherwiſe , hat a Parliament may be preſently called , withow 
impoſing of Oathsor Engagements, ( the greateſt prejudiceto Civil or Chriſtian Liberty) ocrequirin 
any Qualifications, fave what by Law or Ordinance of Parliament before the Force i1 1648. are alread 
eſtabliſhed.
